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Sought In Survey

Within the next two weeks, Andover 
citizens will have the opportunity to help 
shape the town’s future day care policy. 

According to Kenneth DeBenedictis, 
chairman of the Andover Child Care 
Committee, the Department of Commu- 
nity Services will include a questionnaire 
on day care needs and solutions in its fall 
program booklet, which will be sent to 
all residents of Andover. The booklet and 
the survey will be distributed Labor Day 
week; committee members hope to have 
the completed and returned forms in 
hand by October, so they can have infor- 
mation compiled by early November. 

The Child Care Committee was orga- 
nized by Town Manager Kenneth Maho- 
ny, under the direction of the Andover 
Board of Selectmen, to study child care 
needs in the community and to suggest 
effective solutions to those needs. Its 15 
members, who represent various town 
boards, schools and neighborhoods, have 
been meeting since early spring. Accord- 
ing to DeBenedictis, they have conferred 
with town school and PTO officials, and 
have studied examples of child care pro- 
grams in other Massachusetts commu- 
nities, such as Westford, Lawrence and 
Methuen. 

The committee decided to design and 
distribute the questionnaire, he says, be- 
cause they felt they needed a solid data 
base on which to build their eventual rec- 
ommendations. DeBenedictis hopes to 
elicit responses not only from parents of 
school-aged children—the immediate fo- 
cus of the day care study—but from non- 
parents and parents of preschoolers as 
well 

‘‘T think it’s important that we learn 
about the perceptions of people, both 
with children and without, concerning 
the concept of child care in the commu- 
nity,” he says. ‘‘If there is strong sup- 
port, it will merit further investigation; 
if there is opposition, a close examina- 
tion of what we should do would also be 
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in order.” 

The eight-question survey is relatively 
short and simple. It asks, specifically, if 
the respondent feels that the town should 
organize a self-supporting before- or af- 
ter-school child care program. It then 
seeks to determine the particular need of 
the individual, if he or she is a parent of 
a school-aged child. These questions in- 
clude the times such a program would be 
needed, the grade level of the child who 
would use it, the activities that should be 
included in its format and the price ; 
parent would anticipate paying for the 
service. 

In addition to its place in the program 
booklet, the. questionnaires will also be 
available at Memoria! Hall Library and 
through the schools. When completed 
they may be dropped off without postage 
in collection boxes at the D.C.S. in Town 
Hall, in the library or in the white mail- 
box in front of the Town Offices—or the) 
may be mailed to the Department of 
Community Services 

DeBenedictis urges all residents wh« 
have an opinion on the subject to respon 
promptly. ‘‘The information will be 
looked at very carefully,” he says. ‘‘And 
over is very serious about investigating 
this whole area.”’

Angelo Troisi is a bear of a man, tall 
and husky, rugged of feature. The kind of 
guy who would look at home in blaze 
orange, a rifle in his hands, pitted 
against nature’s strongest and swiftest. 

In truth, Troisi does spend much of his 
spare time slinging a shotgun. But the 
birds and the beasts need not fear; the 
big man’s favorite target is neither flesh 
or feather. It is a four-inch, orange-paint- 
ed disk of pitch. 

Angelo Troisi shoots skeet. For him, it 
is more than a hobby, this blasting away 
at clay pigeons on the fields of a sporting 
club. It is love—an obsession. It is, says 
this man who has worked in such dispa- 
rate occupations as managing a sporting 
club and running a Boston taxi business, 
‘the most stable thing in my life.”’ 

And to say that he does it well is like 
calling Marvin Hagler an adequate box- 
er: Troisi is, by title, the best in the 
world—having recently won the title of 
Champion of Champions at the World 
Skeet Shooting Championships, spon- 
sored by the National Skeet Shooting As- 
sociation, in San Antonio, Texas. 

The becalmed bear sits behind a desk 
at Andover’s Lee Dodd division of Foster 
and Foster Realty, where he holds down 
his current ‘‘real’’ job as a sales agent. A 
gold watch, part of the spoils of his San 
Antonio victory, gleams on his wrist. 
Troisi is discussing—what else?—skeet. 
“The sport has everything I like,’’ he 
says, smiling. ‘‘It has guns; it has com- 
petition; and I Jove to break things.” 

He pauses, then adds, almost apologe- 
tically, ‘‘It’s not that I’m violent or any- 
thing. I just like to break things. It’s very 
calming for me.”’ 

Skeet is a sport that allows Troisi and 
fellow competitors to break 25 
“things’’—disk targets shot alternately 
or together from two machines at about 
90 miles per hour—per round from eight 
different “‘stations,’’ or ground positions. 
It is a sport of precision, organization 
and regulation: there are competitor 
classes (ranked E through AAA), strict 
height and distance limits for the 
‘“throws”’ (12 to 15 feet from the ground, 
to land 60 yards from the source), a field 
of four weapon calibers (12, 20 and 28- 
gauge and .410 caliber), and a network of 
local, state, national and international 
meets governed by the official associa- 
tion. 

It is also, as it turns out, a hometown 
sport. 

‘Skeet originally started in Andover in 
the early 20s—out on the corner of Das- 
comb and Clark roads, at the Glenrock 
Kennels,”’ Troisi says. It seems that 
then, as today, the bird-hunting season 
was brief—only about six weeks. An avid 
hunter, the kennel owner set up the sys- 
tem of flying targets as a substitute for 
his beloved birds, so he and others could 
practice shooting in the long off-season. 

At first, Troisi says, shooters rotated 
positions in a circle around a single ma- 
chine—until a neighbor complained that

stray shots and blasted targets were 
raining down on his chicken coops. So the 
inventor redesigned his field so the shots 
would fall short of his friend’s frantic 
fowl. He set two machines opposite each 
other at the ends of the field; contestants 
shot at targets released by both from a 
semi-circle of stations located along only 
one side. 

They were allowed 25 shots per round, 
a number determined by the fact that 
shells came packed in boxes of 25. 

The inventor marketed his new game 
through a national sports magazine, says 
Troisi. He held a contest to choose a 
name for it; the winning entry was the 
Scandinavian name for ‘‘shoot.’’ 

From these humble beginnings, the 
National Skeet Shooting Association has 
grown to include approximately 16,000 
members. Troisi lauds the variety of this 
membership, which cuts across gender 
and age lines. ‘‘When we have a competi- 
tion, there are people from eight- and 
nine-year-olds to 90 who shoot,” he says. 
“Tt’s not like an athletic sport where you 
can’t compete after awhile—as long as 
your eyesight’s there, you can compete.” 

Troisi took up target shooting in 1966 
because, like the game’s originator, he 
wanted to practice in the off season for 
bird-hunting—a hobby he had developed 
in spite of his family, rather than be- 
cause of them. ‘“‘My family came from 
Boston,” he explains. ‘‘They felt the only 
reason you had guns was to kill some- 


one.”’ 

Initially, Troisi tried his hand at trap- 
shooting, a similar sport with one ma- 
chine that flings targets along unpredict- 
able trajectories away from the shooter. 
He discovered right away that he had a 
natural talent. ‘‘The first time I shot, I 
shot 22 out of 25,”’ he recalls. 

He shot trap until the day when a team 
of skeet shooters at his club in Danvers 
challenged him and his co-horts to a trap 
match—and beat them at their own 
game. 

Intrigued, Troisi switched fields for a 
try at skeet—and became a believer. 

As a sport, he says, skeet is both more 
exclusive than trap—with approximately 
one shooter to every 10 trap shooters— 
and more difficult. It is also more expen- 
sive, primarily because serious contes- 
tants use all four rifle gauges and 
corresponding ammunition, whereas 
trap shooters need only one 12-gauge 
weapon to compete. 

Even without competitions, Troisi fig- 
ures it costs a competitor a minimum of 
five dollars in fees and ammunition per 
practice round. To bring own his cash 
outlay down, he re-stuffs his own spent 
shells with powder and tiny sand-like pel- 
lets in the basement of his house on Rutg- 
ers Road, using a number of impressive- 
looking, hand-operated stuffing ma- 
chines. 

They are not cheap, those machines; 
the logical question might be, does the 


cost of four of these gadgets—one per 
gauge—actually balances the expense of 
using new shells? Troisi claims that, for 
him, it does. He says that he shoots ap- 
proximately 18 practice rounds per 
week. Strictly practice. He pulls a card 
from his wallet—a record of his activ- 
ities in Association meets, including the 
San Antonio contest—and glances at it. 
‘‘So far this year,” he says, ‘‘I’ve shot 4,- 
000 targets.” 

He has shot them with deadly accura- 
cy. To be ranked as Troisi is at the Asso- 
ciation’s highest level, AAA, a shooter 
has to hit 98.5 of every 100 targets he 
faces. Furthermore, Troisi is one of per- 
haps 40 shooters in the U.S. who are top- 
rated in all four gun classifications, a 
point of great pride for him. ‘It’s easy to 
break the targets,”’ he says matter-of- 
factly. Then he grins. ‘“‘It’s hard to break 
them all.”’ 

For breaking all—or nearly all—of 
them, Troisi has amassed both a good 
measure of fame in his field and a den 
full of awards—medals, cups, trays, 
plaques and citations. “‘As a member of 
the National Skeet Shooting Associa- 
tion,” he explains, “‘you have a right to 
go to any shoots in your class.”’ So he 
goes—frequently. By himself, usually— 
his wife Ginny doesn’t shoot, or even 
watch (‘‘It’s not a spectator sport,” he 
Says. “‘It’s like watching paint dry”).

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Auto Travel Increases 


The American Automobile Association report- 
ed that auto travel increased 2.4 percent in the 
first six months of 1986 when compared to the 
same period in 1985. 

AAA said that auto travel routing requests in 
the first quarter of 1986 were 1.7 percent higher 
than in the same pericd in 1985. Second-quarter 
1986 routing requests rose 2.7 percent over the 
same period in the previous year. 

The AAA Triptik survey, a barometer of auto 
travel, is a tabulation of individual travel rout- 
ing requests by AAA members consisting of de- 
tailed strip maps adapted to fit each member’s 
travel needs. 

New England, with a 10.8 percent jump, re- 
corded the highest six-month increase in Triptik 
requests. All other regions recorded increases 
except the mid-Atlantic which was down 4.9 per- 
cent.

Travel routing request increases for the first 
six months of 1986 are: Southwest, 7.9 percent;

travelers from the Great Lakes, Southeast and 
New England. Travelers from the md-Atlantic 
also preferred Florida as well as the Carolinas 
and New England. Travelers from the Midwest, 
Southwest and West favored California and Van- 
couver, British Columbia, site of Expo '86. 
_ Travel routings issued in Canada showed an 
increase of 10.8 percent for the first six months 
of 1986. First-quarter Triptik requests were up 
18.3 percent while second-quarter requests in- 
creased 6 percent. 

AAA clubs prepared more tha 3.3 million trip- 
tiks for members in the first six months of this 
year.

COUNTER REVOLUTION 


Kitchen countertops are playing an 
increasingly important role in the 
modern kitchen.

public, Board Chaiman Michael Hough- 
ton said that the board is ‘‘not mandated 
to disclose’ the memos—which are sent 
to the board by the planning staff to in- 
form them of staff opinion on matters 
being discussed—while the staff and 
board were working together to reach a 
policy proposal. 

He added that, memos aside, the board 
will continue its “ongoing policy’ of 
making available all documents and pa- 
pers it uses in its deliberations. 


The flap over public distribution of the 
memos began on July 8, when members 
of the League of Women Voters asked 
that the board release a memo publi- 


cized in the agenda as ‘‘staff proposals 
for revisions to subdivision rules and 
regulations.”” League observers felt the 
document necessary in order to follow 
that night’s discussion easily and accu- 
rately. 


When the board balked at the request, 
League members argued that the docu- 
ment, although in preliminary form, was 
public property because it was being dis- 
cussed in a public meeting. 


The League formalized its request in a 
letter to the board, dated July 15. In re- 
sponse, the board turned to Daniels for 
an opinion. 


Daniels’ opinion was released to 


Houghton on July 23. Tuesday, Houghton 
appologized for not announcing the deci- 
sion earlier, but explained that he had 
been out of own. Referring to the 
xeroxed policy statement, he said that he 
had felt it necessary to put the board’s 
policy in writing. “‘That’s all I want to 
say about it,” he said. 

“There’s just a difference of opinion as 
to whether their stuff, used as a working 
document, is a public document,’’ said 
LWV President Jean Salazar. She said 
that the League has appealed the matter 
to the state Superintendent of Public Re- 
cords for a further ruling. ‘‘We’ll be very 
interested in finding out what they say,’’ 
she said. 


Real Estate Sales Slower 
But Still On Upward Swing 


The fact that the real estate business 
has been booming in Andover is nothing 
new. Joseph B. Doherty, of J. B. Doherty 
Real Estate, says that the upward swing 
in the Andover market began in 1983. 

According to Bill Maren at Victor Real 
Estate, the industry was ‘“‘fighting very 
high” interest rates between 1979 and 
1981, but in 1982, the market became sta- 
bilized. ‘“The market went right through 
the roof,”’ said Maren, ‘‘ ’83, ’84 and ’85 
were part of the real estate boom mar- 
ket...and ’86 is going to be even better.”’ 

Doherty and Doug Howe of Howe Real 
Estate agree that the lowering interest 
rates are the major impetus to the up- 
surge in the real estate industry. Maren 
believes that the ‘‘everything-is-wonder- 
ful attitude’ of the Reagan administra- 
tion convinced people to start buying 
again. ‘‘The market was a runaway, 
saved by the inventory of houses avail- 
able. The supply and demand kept sight 
of each other.” 

According to Maren’s statistics, the 
market is slowing down a little right 
now, but that doesn’t prove a leveling of 
the market, he said. ‘‘You have a slow 
week, a slow month,”’ but he thinks only 
quarterly statistics can show a real 
trend. Maren stated that in his experi- 
ence, any tragedy or stock market lull 
can adversely affect the real estate in- 
dustry for a short period of time, but dur- 
ing the last few years, it has picked right 
back up. 

‘“‘We’ve sold more houses this year 
than last,’’ Doherty agreed, but that is 
due only to the fact that ‘‘there are more 
houses on the market...appreciation is 
leveling off.” Since there are more 
houses available within a particular

price range, people are ‘‘taking a closer 
look”’ at available properties before buy- 
ing, so it is ‘taking longer to sell homes 
than six months ago.” At that point, the 
homebuyer was lucky to find something 
in his ‘price range, Doherty claims. 
Houses were selling in a matter of days, 
sometimes hours. Now with higher avail- 
ablity, Doherty believes that we are be- 
ginning to see “‘more of a normal real 
estate market” in Andover. Prices have 
reached a peak, especially in regard to 
new structures, and there is some ‘‘resis- 
tance.” 

Howe stated that ‘‘demand is not limit- 
less.”’ After the boom market of the last 
two or three years, nearly everyone who 
had been waiting to buy homes until in- 
terest rates lowered, already are settled 
in their new quarters. He said that the 
industry is ‘‘now dealing with a reduced 
quantity of demand...corporate transfer- 
ees, growing families’’ and families hav- 
ing gone through recent divorces. In the 
Andover market recently, there are 
twice as many houses listed as there are 
demands for them. 

Howe explained that the biggest surges 
in demand usually come about when its 
announced that interest rates are going 
up. As long as people think that interest 
rates are getting lower, they wait to try 
to get the best rate possible. When rates 
are expected to go up within a month or 
so, they rush out to purchase homes, 
knowing that it will cost them more if 
they wait. 

Doherty currently does not see And- 
over as either a buyers’ or sellers’ mar- 
ket, saying only that an “‘impasse’’ has 
been reached where it seems that neither 
side is getting more out of the market 


than the other. Maren agreed with 
Doherty’s assessment in that Andover is 
“an equitable market’’ for both buyers 
and sellers. “It reaches peaks, then the 
market has to absorb itself.’ Howe sees 
a “trend in the direction’’ of the market 
favoring the buyer, but agreed that a 
solid assessment can only be made with 
long-term statistics. 


Tap Open 
To North 
Andover 


North Andover is finally receiving 
Andover water—but not by the tap. Rath- 
er, according to Bob McQuade, head of 
Andover’s Department of Public Works, 
residents of the town across the line are 
transporting it by hand, by the bucket- or 
bottleful, from a tap outside the Andover 
YMCA. 

Although the YMCA itself receives its 
water from North Andover, Andover 
does has a feeder line in the area. ‘‘The 
tap has been made on Andover’s line,” 
said McQuade. ‘‘It’s right in the parking 
lot of the Y.”. The tap was made on Tues- 
day, tested, and opened for use on 
Wednesday, he said. 

According to Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony, who visited the site at noon on 
Wednesday, the unmetered tap is located

A Good Start 


Three major municipal boards will sit down 
some time in October and assess their financial 
needs. 

At the suggestion of Finance Committee Chair- 
man Joann Marden, her colleagues will get to- 
gether with selectmen and school committee 
members to address the needs for the subsequent 
year. 

In this manner the town budget and the school 
budget can be properly projected as town meet- 
ing time approaches. 

It could also avoid any competition for funds 
between town boards and committees. 


As has been evident for years, the initial bud- 
get presentations by both the town manager and 
the school department can easily be termed wish- 
list projections. 


It is somewhat similar to management-labor 
negotiations, where each side is aware that the 
expressed desires placed on the table will surely 
be whittled before any agreements are reached. 

So to when the manager must submit his bud- 
get by a specified date, he more than likely pre- 
sents as many of the requests of department 
heads and his own ideas as is feasibly possible. 

The schools are no different. 


All requests are submitted with full realization 
that the school committee will assuredly cut 
many items to get to within a specified budget 
figure. 

As the weeks before town meeting pass, both 
selectmen and school committee devote count- 
less hours justifying either the monetery inser- 
tion or the rejection of a program or plan. 

Finance committee members are also involved 
in the budgetary considerations as they face up to 
their duties as the town’s financial advisors and 
protectors. 

Now, with the proposed plan of a joint meeting 
in October, as the budget planning process begins 
much of this repetitious effort may be avoided. 

Town and school administrators, along with the 
finance committee members, will have a good 
idea of how much money wuill be available as 
they proceed toward planning for the ensuing 
year. 

Residents and taxpayers of the community will 
also have a fairly general idea of what they will 
have to come up with to maintain services in the 
coming fiscal year. 

It is a process to be applauded and is seen as a 
proposal which will steer annual budgetary plan- 
ning in a proper direction.

between the two driveways of the facili- 
ty. He noted that, at that time, no one 
was using it. 

Although the two towns have been dis- 
cussing the prospect of Andover’s selling 
large quantities of water to North And- 
over for a number of months, since 
Guardia contamination was first de- 
tected in that town’s water supply, both 
McQuade and Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony now say that no real progress 
has been made toward a major tap-in. 
The hold-up, said Mahony, is on North 
Andover’s side. ‘‘We’ve been prepared to 
give them water for three or four 
months,’’ he said. ‘‘They just don’t seem 
interested. We are willing and ready to 
connect, whether it’s through hoses or 
valves or what-not...They can either take 
it or not take it; it’s there. We've told 
them that it’s there.”’ 

McQuade, too, said that the next move 
still lies with North Andover. He added 
that he does have preliminary plans for a 
tap-in that might be made in the near 
future near Merrimack College; if it 
does happen, it will serve part, rather 
than all, of the town. ‘‘It’s up to North 
Andover,”’ he said. 

Meanwhile, while North Andover hesi- 
tates and Andover waits, those who want 
to can bring their own buckets to the 
YMCA tap. In addition, Andover has 
filled three water trailers borrowed by 
North Andover from the National Guard 
with chlorinated and tested water; they, 
too, are available at strategic points in 
the town to distribute small quantities.

And he brings back the booty. 

He has won the zone (district) 
championship; last year, he won the 
state championship. 

And this year, of course, there was San 
Antonio. The World Championships. A 
meet to which shooters from all over the 
world came to compete for six major ti- 
tles, the highest of which is Champion of 
Champions—the only event in which con- 
tenders had to be state, regional or world 
title holders, or registered at least in lev- 
el AA for all guns. 

Contenders were given 100 shots at the 
targets, 25 for each gun gauge. Troisi 
and eleven others hit every target. 

The 12 finalists were grouped in four- 
man teams for a ‘‘shoot-off.’’ With the 
smallest, and therefore most exacting, 
gauge of gun, each individual shot at a 
series of double targets from the three 
most difficult stations in the field—the 
middle stations, where the angle of the 
shot requires complete precision. 

“IT wasn’t trying to win the world 
championship by then,”’ Troisi recalls. 
‘‘T was just trying to place. What I said to 
myself was, if I can beat everyone on my 
squad, I'll place.”’ 

He shot well enough to realize that he 
had beaten his three squad members, he 
says, even though he missed two targets 
at the very end. It came as a surprise to 
him, afterward, to find that he had won 
the title after the nineth pair of targets. 

Ironically, says Troisi, with the excep- 
tion of the .410 gauge two-man 
championship he won with a friend from 
Millis, his other scores that day were 
nothing to brag about. Not that he’s com- 
plaining. ‘‘If I had to make a pact with 
the devil and he said, ‘You're going to 
shoot the worst you’ve ever shot, but 
you're going to win the World 
Championship,’ I’d say, fine—let me win 
the Championship,”’ he says. 

So, having won that highest of honors, 
what’s next for Troisi? 

There’s the “‘high overail”’ at the world 
meet; he hasn’t won that yet. And he has 
yet to be assigned to the ‘‘All American 
Team,” an honor reserved for those rec- 
ognized as the top 18 shooters in the 
country—although he did receive an 
“honorable mention’ for the team in 
1982. Troisi would like that honor; he 
thinks he might have a shot at it this 
year, with the San Antonio win. 

There is, of course, more practice and 
more meets. 

There is also bird hunting, which is 
what got him into all this to begin with. 
Troisi claims that it’s great exercise for 
himself and his three-legged Labrador 
Retriever, Shine (a victim of Massachu- 
setts driving ). 

Not that he actually eats his prey—‘‘I 
really don’t like game; I just give it 
away.” 

Not, in fact, that he actually hits it, 
either. What with all those trees out 
there to foil his shots and the unexpected 
angles those birds take, Troisi confesses, 
‘‘T can’t hit the broad side of a barn in a 
field.”’
